Since Premier Mike Harris 
has come into office he has made 
significant changes to many of the 
province's support institutions. OSAP 
has not been left untouched , and some 
of the changes may cause problems 
for some and resolve problems for 
others. 

Among the greatest changes 
are the changes in eligibility. In order 
to qualify for OSAP a student must 
be in full-time studies, which as 
defined by die Ministry as 60% of a 
full course load in each semester of 
study. Any student falling below this 
60% will no longer be eligible for 
OSAP assistance. However, if you 
are a part-time student, do not fret, 
there is support for you. As a part- 
time student there is a student loan 
program available through the 
Canadian government, allotting up 
to $4000 per year. 

Another of the relatively 
large changes to OSAP is the 
exemption amount per student. In the 
past OSAP had a $600 dollar 
exemption from bursaries, any 
amount above and beyond this $600 
was deducted from the amount of 
OSAP a student was receiving. There 
also used to be a $50 per week part- 
time work exemption. These two 
exemptions have now been lumped 
into one amount. All resources are 
included in this $600. Anything above 
this $600 amount will be deducted, 
except 20%. The student will be 
given a 20% exemption, therefore 
80% of earnings will be deducted 
from expected OSAP support. 

They have also established 
what OSAP is calling over-awards. 
Essentially this occurs when either 
OSAP has given you too much 
money, you have earned too much or

you have withdrawn from your 
courses. In any of these cases, OSAP 
will now be deducting the amount of 
overpayment from the following 
year's OSAP support. If you have 
withdrawn from a course, this would 
mean that OSAP support for the 
following year would be substantially 
less than one may expect. Keep this 
in mind when you are applying for 
OSAP so you will not be disappointed 
by the amount of support that you 
receive. 

OSAP has also revised the 
parental contribution table. 
Essentially this is the table used to 
project the contribution your parents 
should be able to make based on 
income. The table and been reviewed 
and the Ministry had decided to lower 
the amount of expected parental 
contribution. So in this category, they 
are being more generous. 

Student contributions have 
changed somewhat too. If a student 
lives away from home the 
contribution will be much less. 
Whereas if you are a student living at 
home, your contribution will be 
expected to be significantly more, 
diereby lowering the support that you 
can expect to receive from OSAP. 

The appeals process has also 
changed. Students will no longer be 



able to appeal their OSAP on the 
basis of family inability. There will 
however, be reviews based on limited 
circumstances. Circumstances such 
as family breakdown will still exist 
as part of the OSAP decision for 
funding. 

Four years out of secondary 
school or two years in die work force 
still remains die same. If you fall 
under either of these categories you 
are considered an independent 
student. Basically this means thatyour 
parents will not be required or 
expected to contribute funding to your 
post-secondary education. 

The future of the child care 
bursary has still not been decided 
upon. However, it seems very likely 
that it will cease to exist. 

There will also be changes 
in the living allowance for next year. 
As it stands students have a $275 per 
week, for single students; and $500 
per week, for married or sole support 
students. * 

Loan Forgiveness 

The OS AP loan forgiveness 
program seems to be one of the least 
understood aspects of OSAP. First of 
all, it is only the Ontario portion of 
the loan that can be forgiven. The 
Canadian portion is based on a 
different criteria. For anyone 



receiving OSAP prior to the changes 
in the 1993-94 academic year, die 
repayment for that portion will remain 
under die old OSAP guidelines for 
repayment. 

Loan repayment is 
calculated based on die number of 
terms that a student is enrolled in 
school. The longer you are in school 
and receiving OSAP the larger die 
forgiveness. 

Right now the loan 
forgiveness level is at $6000 for two 
terms. This does not mean that OSAP 
will forgive $6000 of die loan. It 
means that the student is expected to 
repay $6000 of dieir loan, any amount 
of money above and beyond this 
amount will be forgiven by the 
Ontario government. As the number 
of terms increases so does the level of 
repayment. For each extra term you 
are expected to repay $3000 of the 
loan. 

As an example, if you have 
on OSAP loan for $14,000, over a 
four-term program you will be given 
a four-tem loan forgiveness. Of die 



$14,000 you will be expected to pay 
$12,000 of it back and $2,000 is 
forgiven. 

If you are only enrolled in 
one-term programs then you are not 
eligible for loan forgiveness. 
How Is OSAP Calculated? 

The calculation of OSAP is 
based on many criteria. A basic 
outline of calculation is: 
Tuition -$2451 
Fees - $293 

Books « $735 (Arts, the amount for 
books depends on the program that 
you are in.) 

$3479 (Sub-total) 
-h$6120 (Living allowance at $180 
per week for 34 weeks) 
$9689 (Total costs for die year) 
Amount of student contribution is 
deducted 

Amount of parental contribution is 
deducted 
= Total amount of OSAP received 

There is a maximum amount 
of $9350 that a student can receive 
from OS AP. It is possible for a student 
to go beyond this maximum if diere is 
no student contribution or parental 
contribution. If this is the case, the 
most you will receive is $9350. 

If there are anymore 
questions regarding the changes to 
OSAP and how OSAP is calculated 
you can contact the Student Awards 
office L222, 675-6578 ext.

A note to all students: 
becauseoftheOPSEU strike OSAP 
negotiations for summer courses 
are not being reviewed. Despite this 
it is advised that students still get 
their applications into Student 
Awards so they can be reviewed 
once the strike is over.

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Medical School Training Shifts North 



International studies suggest 
that when medical training is provided 
in rural and remote areas, physicians 
who have received that training are 
more inclined to set uf) practice there. 
Almost 70 per cent of the graduates 
of the two northern Ontario family 
medicine residency programs have 
set up practices in northern and rural 
Ontario. 

The planning for the 
Northern Ontario Health Sciences 
Network is being led by the directors 
of the northern medical training 
programs based in Sudbury and 
Thunder Bay. A small panel will be 
appointed and it will provide a report 
to the ministry this year. 

The report will include 
recommendations on how to build 
the existing northern medical training 
programs of the two northern health 
science centres, which offer training 
in disciplines such as family medicine, 
anesthesia and emergency medicine. 

The move to increase 
training in Northern Ontario, to 
motivate new physicians to set up 
practices in the North, follows 
recommendations contained in three 
recent reports: 

♦Small/Rural Hospital Emergency 
Department Physician Service, by 




Graham Scott. The factfinder's report 
was commissioned by the Ministry 
of Health, the Ontario Medical 
Association and the Ontario Hospital 
Association. 

♦Equitable Health Human Resources 
Distribution: Fulfilling Underservices 
Area Needs, by a subcommittee of 
the Provincial Coordinating 
Committee on Community and 
Academic Health Science Centre 
Relations (PCCC AR), chaired by Dr. 
Paul Humphries of Family Medicine 
North, Thunder Bay. 
*A New Approach to Rural 
Emergency Medical Care for Small/ 
Rural Hospital, by PCCCAR 
subcommittee, chaired by Dr. James 
Rouke, 

The Scott Report found that 



Psychiatric Services for 
Northern Ontario 



Timmins and the 
surrounding area have had only one 
psychiatrist for more than a year. 
Patients with serious mental illnesses 
may have had to leave their families 
and go to the North Bay hospital for 
care. Continuity ofcare was disrupted 
when the patient returned home. 

A similar lack of resources 
exist in seven other Northern Ontario 
communities. These underserviced 
conununities need 17 psychiatrists. 

At the moment, five medical 
programs offer electives and rotations 
in Northern Ontario to undergraduate 
medical students and residents. 

This is the fu-st extended 
rotation in the North for psychiatry. 
Residents from each of Ontario' s five 
medical school will be able to 
participate. 

Students worldwide show 
that medical residents who have done 
some training in a rural area are more 
likely to set up practice there. Almost 
70 per cent of the graduates of the two 
Ontario northern 
family medicine 
residency programs 
have set up practice in 
northern and rural 
Ontario. 

The new 
family medicine/ 
psychiatry training 
program, co-ordinated 
by Queen ' s University 
and Timmins General 
Hospital, is geared to 
meet the unique 
psychiatry needs of 
Ontario*s northern and 
remote communities. 

Psychiatrists 
in Northern Ontario 
must not only provide 
direct services but 
must also be prepared 



to consult with family physicians and 
educate them to recognize and deal 
with problems among their own 
patients. 

Currently family physicians 
counsel 82% of patients requiring 
psychiatric care. Counseling skills 
are now required for certification by 
the College of Family Physicians of 
Canada. This presents a growing 
need for psychiatric consultants to 
help family physicians manage cases, 
adjust drug prescriptions and offer 
other back-up. 

The Queen's/Timmins 
Hospital program will teach future 
psychiatrists the skill of liaising with 
community physicians. It will teach 
family medicine residents to provide 
psychiatric care to their own patients, 
saving referrals for the most serious 
cases. And it will educate the local 
physicians in how to provide more 
psychiatric care themselves. 



medical schools are not oriented to 
rural medicine, which helps create a 
negative attitude about rural practice. 
As well, residency programs do not 
adequately prepare physicians for the 
unique requirements of rural 
medicine. 

The Scott report 
recommended stronger links between 
the five southern academic health 
science centres and hospitals and 
physicians in Northern and rural 
Ontario. It also recommended a 



stronger component of rural medicine 
in the curriculum and training. 

The Ministry of Health is 
undertaking a multi -faceted approach 
to rectify the shortage of physicians 
in Northern Ontario. 

Incorporating a stronger 
rural component into medical 
education is one of the approaches. 

In December, Health 
Minister Jim Wilson brought in one 
of Scott *s recommendations to pay 
rural physicians $70 per hour for 



hospital emergency services during 
the night, weekends and holidays. 
Sixty-fiveof69 eligible hospitals have 
so far expressed an interest in 
participating in that program. 

Wilson has also promised 
to soon bring in a more 
comprehensive financial incentive 
and benefits package to encourage 
physicians to work in Northern and 
rural Ontario.

Remember this though, 
chances are you didn't create your 
job. You also strangle yourself every 
time you call for business to spend 
more on needless job creation and 
taxation.

Remember what diey' ve 
done for you that you couldn't do 
yourself the next time you call for 
business to do your bidding.

Tattooing and Body Piercing in Sudbury 



You won't find any rivalry 
in the links between Sudbury*s 
topmost tattoo and body piercing 
shops. The days of corrupt 
competition at the hands of 
* treacherous tattooists' are over. 

"We are not competitors, 
we work together," says Doug 
Tebbutt of The Tattoo Shop, 
downtown on Durham Street. '*This 
is very unusual in the tattoo world.'* 
Referring each other clients and 
providing mutual support are products 
of this recently acquired behavior. 
The back-alley tattooists portrayed 
in cheesy ' Holly woodized' motion 
pictures are days of old. 



otherwise unobscured form. Often I 
am confronted by curious individuals 
who question my ambition of getting 
tattooed. I guess it comes with the 
territory. The reasons in which one 
has for getting tattooed vary. 
Regardless of whether it*s a loved 
one's name or a specific design, an 
ulterior motive is always present. 

"A tattoo is an outlet in 
which to identify with an inner 
struggle in one's life," says Tebbutt, 
whose covered torso reflects and 
supports the above mentioned theory. 
A sound suggestion would be to 
ensure that the alleged * inner struggle ' 
will be represented throughout your 




"The old school of tattooing 
has been replaced by a more 
professional and business-like 
setting,** says Laurier Falldien, owner 
of Canadian Red Dragon Tattoo and 
Exotic Body Piercing Studio on the 
Kings way. 

Walking hand-in-hand with 
this onset of professionalism is a more 
diverse and 'reputable clientele.' The 
Hell's Angels are now waiting in line 
along with adifferent set of socialites: 
nurses, police officers, dentists, and 
though of slightly less nobility, 
me.. .the Marketing Director of 
Lamtxla. 

Myself. I must confess, have 
undergone the unforgettable 
experience of permanence; tattoo(ed) 
statements of influence settled on my 



life, as tattoos are the closest thing to 
permanence. And you thought 
diamonds were forever!? 

SO.... keeping in mind the 
words *forever,' ^infinite,' and 
* eternal,' do not dash into the tattoo 
parlor too quickly. Make sure you 
are serious about your convictions. 

"Think about it before you 
even get a tattoo... and make sure you 
really want it," says Falldien. 
Doug Tebbut provides further advice 
to the individual in a quandary over 
tattooing. 

''Sit down and think about it 
and come back again." 

Those who change their 
mind after the deed is done are faced 
with expensive removal procedures 
which may leave a scar. The most 



f amil iar procedures for tattoo removal 
are laser surgery, skin grafting and 
*magic' mail-order kits that promise 
* incredible results.' Laser surgery is 
the most effective. It's also the most 
expensive, five-hundred to one- 
thousand per-square-inch, and must 
be done in Toronto. 

"A lot of methods claim to 
be scarless," says Falldien, who adds 
that he has never seen one (other than 
Laser) in his fifteen years in the field. 
The skin grafting kits offered in the 
classifieds of tattoo magazines are 
nothing more than an acidic chemical 
and what appears to be a steel wool 
pad. Start scraping. 

"I had a skin graft done in 
1981 at one-hundred per-square- 
inch," says Tebbutt, who points to a 
scarred area now overlapped with 
tattoos. 

Perhaps you feel that you 
are not quite ready for a tattoo yet, but 
still want to prove that you are as 
eccentric as the rest. Consider an 
'exotic' body piercing. It may not be 
as permanent, but it definitely makes 
that statement. Brian Davis does all 
the piercings at The Canadian Red 
Dragon. Never have I been more 
impressed at one's distinct ability in 
such a field. Davis has it down to a 
science. 

"I explain the procedure as I 
go along" says Davis, who makes the 
customer feel as comfortable as 
possible. 

Thus you can relax at ease, as you get 
that exotic piercing on your naval, 
cheek, eyebrow, nose or lips. 
Anywhere goes in the exotic world of 
body piercing. How about a 'Prince 
AlbertoraTourchette?' You '11 have 
to find out yourself as to the 'kinky' 
locations of those, as we rarely tango 
with taboo topics here. 

"Body Piercing is still in its 
infancy stage," says Falldien, who 
claims that despite its juvenility, a 
large majority of piercings are done 
in his shop. It's also worthy of note 
that most of those receiving piercings 
are female. This is not to scare away 
any males, body piercing is unisexual ! 
For those of you who have 
recentiy received a piercing, and are 
looking to this feature for tips of after 
care, you won't find them. Caring for 





a piercing is a more crucial process 
then slapping Polysporin on a tattoo. 
"There is a much greater 
chance of after infection with a 
piercing," says Falldien. It all boils 
down to proper care. Even though 
stainless steel rings are used to limit 
chances of reaction, and all safety 
precautions are practiced during 
procedures, improper after care can 
lead to some uncomfortable contagion 
So follow the instructions provided 
by the piercing studio, and if you lose 
tiiem, or are experiencing difficulties 
caring for your *funky friend,' plan a 
return visit. I'm sure Brian Davis at 



the Canadian Red Dragon will be 
ecstatic to see you again. 

By now you cannot contain 
your curiosity over tattooing and 
exotic body piercing. Your next step 
is to go on a few explorative 
excursions. If your downtown, enter 
the Tattoo Shop on Durham. Ask 
Doug Tebbutt about his tattooed torso 
or his counterpart Dave of his fourteen 
years in tattooing and custom 
techniques. Or slither down the 
Kingsway to the Canadian Red 
Dragon, where Laurier Falldien and 
Brian Davis will be anxiously 
awaiting to exhibit their expertise. ,

1 . * Sponge clamps' are removed from sterile packaging and an elastic band is rapped around the base four times, 
to create the necessary pressure. 

2. The desired area is disenfegted with alcohol and iodine swabs. 

3. The ring is spread and placed in medicated ointment along with the hollow needle. 

4. Entrance and exit points are marked on desired area to ensure the following: i) 3/8 inch of skin is taken between 
points for proper depth; ii) to ensure the ring is placed in a proper vertical position. 

5. * Sponge clamps' are positioned in correspondence with die markings. 

6. The area is frozen with *Flouri-Me thane, * a topical freezing solution, (except facial piercings, where no freezing 
is used) 

7. The needle is inserted and guided through pre-marked entrance and exit points. 

8. A cork is placed at the exit point to protect aganist being scratched or cut unnecessarily. 

9. The needle remains in position and is then pushed through with the ring. 

10. *Sponge clamps' are removed, ring is closed, and bead is placed on with 'spreaders' and 'bead forceps.'

Technical Tattoo Talk 

If you're tinkering with the idea of getting a tattoo, but are afraid 
of the 'brutish gang-member' behind the gun, it's time to get educated on 
theproceduresof modem day tattooing. The ^oldschool' of darkand dingy 
parlors operated by ex-convipted Hell's Angels members is a product of the 
past.. Today's tattoo parlors are clean, professional, and operated in a 
respectable business fashion. 

Below is a step-by-step of the profound procedures behind modem 
lay tattooing. 

MATERIALS: 

ATTOO GUNS - OUTLINING AND SHADING 
2 fS^ 2 NEEDLES INK CAPS 

CARM^OPIER PAPER INK ETHANOL 

STENCT 

DIAL TO^m^TROL GUN SPEED (FOOT OPERATED) 
CHEMICLA VE HEAT SEALER RAZOR 

LATEX GLOVES 

THE TEN STEPS TO TATTOOING 

1. Latex gloves are put on by tattooist. 

2. Tube is removed from sterile packaging and inserted into gun. 

3. Needle is removed from sterile packaging, inserted into tube and adjusted 
for depth. 

4. Tube is tightened until stationary. 

5. Tattoo machine is connected to power. 

6. Ink is readied and poured into caps. 

7. Desired area is shaved with a sterilized rajor. 

8. A stencil of drawing is copied onto desired area with aid of carbon paper. 

9. Tattooing begins. Use your imagination here. The feeling is difficult to 
describe. 

1 0. Complete tattoo is cleaned, ointment is applied and entire area wrapped 
in a bandage.

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Taming Wild Animals and Atoms

If quantum mechanics 
doesn't interest you, perhaps you 
should skip this one. However, if 
you've ever been curious about what 
is known of the atomic realm, and on 
what evidence this knowledge is 
based, then read on. 

The book's title refers to the 
idea that, like taming a wild animal 
by cautiously and patiently 
approaching it to better understand it, 
we must likewise tame the concept of 
the atom. As we do this, we will 
enable ourselves to extend the limits 
of our understanding of the 
microscopic foundations of the 
universe. 

Logically divided into the 
past, present, and future, the book 
begins with the Greek philosopher 
Democritus and traces the 



development of the enduring idea of 
the uniform, indivisible, minuscule 
building blocks of matter through 
time. He describes the work of such 
architects of atomic theory as Ernest 
Rutherford, Max Planck, Neils Bohr, 
Albert Einstein, Werner Heisenberg, 
and Erwin Schrodinger. 

Beginning in the past, he 
explains how the concept of the atom 
was refined from a solid particle to a 
planetary system (with the discovery 
of the electron) and fmally to the 
quantum mechanical model (upon 
observation of wave characteristics 
of electrons and atoms). 

Moving into the present, 
Baeyer tackles the difficult problem 
of visualizing the quantum 
mechanical atom, and he clearly 
presents the conflicting 
interpretations and evidence. He 
confronts the problem of the 
conceptual gulf between the 
probabilistic quantum atom and the 
certainty and substance of the 
macroscopic world. 

For the future, some 
possibilities as to where our 



understanding of the atom is headed 
are suggested. Perhaps someday the 
quantum mechanical model will be 
vindicated, like Newton's classical 
mechanics, by being incorporated into 
some grander theory. Maybe the next 
revolution will come, not by more 
scrutiny of the quantum atom, but as 
American theoretical physicist John 
Wheeler states, by "uncovering the 
utterly simple idea that demands the 
quantum." 

Never approaching text 
book prose, Baeyer skillfully explains 
using fitting analogies and 
illustrations. Eighteen colour plates 
in the middle of the book give the 
reader a glimpse into the fruits of 
subatomic research. 

According to the New York 
Times Book Review, Taming the 
Atom is "a lucid and entertaining 
account of atoms and the people who 
love them." I am inclined to agree. If 
you are interested in science non- 
fiction then this book won't 
disappoint.

De Mos was not only 
unsuccessful but also unpopular and 
he had to go. His successor is Hans- 
Jurgen Domer, a former East German 
international with 100 caps. He was 
assistant to national team manager 
Berti Vogts and in charge of the 
Under-21 team. 

In Switzerland, two 
international strikers have switched 
clubs. Title favourites Grasshopper 
upstaged their main rivals Sion by 
signing the enigmatic Kubilay 
Turkyilmaz from Galatasaray.

They 
have signed the Russian 
international goalkeeper 
Stanislow Cherchesov, but there 
are problems over his transfer 
fee, part of which is claimed by 
his old club Dynamo Dresden. 
Cherchesov played lately for 
Moscow Spartak in the UEFA 
Champions League. 

In France, quite a season for 
Vincent Guerin, midfielder for 
France and Paris Saint 
Germain. He has been voted 
best player of 1995 not only by 
his fellow players in the Canal 
Plus TV poll, but also by France 
Football Magazine. Not bad, as 



he admits for someone who occupies 

a far from glamorous position. In 

essence, Guerin is a defensive 

midfielder... Patrick Viera looked 

every bit a coming star when, earlier 

this season, he suddenly and 

surprisingly left Cannes for Milan 

on a four and a half year contract. A 

teenage phenomenon in midfield, 

Milan were expected to farm him 

out on loan but, mysteriously, did 

not.
